permanent fund, until it amounts to $100,000 ;” 
the rest of the intercs', amounting upon an aver. 
age to five times that amount, will be appropri. 
ated annually under the direction of Tuk Boarn, 
to the support of the mission, 

Again: “Mr. Roberts has a mother, three 
brothers, and five sisters, whom his trustecs are 
instrucied to support without regard to cost.” 

My brothers and sisters would be amused to 
see this generous provision; one of whom is 
worth more than three times as much as I ever 
was, another worth equaliv as m ich, and the 
chief of the rest doing well for time and cter- 
nitv. 

Again: “In the mean time, Mr. Roberts ts 
to be supported, and the various expeuses of the 
mission to China met, by money hired or con- 
tributed as the case may be.” 

This is grossly at variance with the writings 
of the society relative to the case, Which read as, 
follows :
